TORONTO, Feb. 15.—Railway con- 
gestion at the Niagara frontier under 
the general clamoring for greater

Canadian railroads to handle traffic 
coming in from the large American 
railways, Mr. Coverdale voiced this 


opinion in his cross-examination by 
government counsel, W. N, Tilley, K.C., 
at the continued hearing of the C.N.R. 
arbitration today, in justification of 
his development program of the 
C.N.R., which included an expenditure 
of $7,000,000 for a connection between 
Toronto and the Niagara border. The 
witness would not venture an opinion 
over as to why a great railway like 
the C.P.R. would not get after the big 
volume of traffic. 
Expenses Larger 1916-17 

Mr. Coverdale pointed out that ex- 
penditure on C.N.R, maintenance of 
way were far larger in 1916 and 1917 
than previously. The total expenditures 
by the road for this item were as fol- 
lows: 

1915—$3,900,000; 
1917—$7,160,000. 

“Every mile needed,” commented 
Mr, Tilley, “the money spent per mile 
of track maintenance of way in the 


1916—$5,899,000; 


past five years was as follows: 1913,

TRYING AVOID 


CADET FLIER 


Undertook ‘‘Immélman Turn’ 
Approaching Other and Plane 
Failed to Respond 


FORT WORTH, Tex. Feb. 15.—The 
latest particulate of the death of 
Capt Vernon Castle shoW that in try- 
ing to avoid a cadet he swerved his 
machine beyond his control, fell and 
wis ufiable to right himself.

The following month he was 
reported to have had a narrow escape 
from death in an aceldent while fy- 
ing at Camp Mohawk The cadet, 
who was flying with Captain Castle 
In the machine was killed. When the 
Canadian contingent of the flying 
corps was transferred to Texas last 
fall for winter training, Captain Castle 
went with it as instructor.

NO NEW LICENSES 
FOR CANNERIES

Regulations Issued Governing 
Salmon Fisheries in Dis- 
trict No. 2, B.C. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 15.—The following 
official statement with regard to the 
salmon fisheries of British Columbia 
was handed out this evening by the 
minister of the naval service: 

“After a conference with his offic- 
ials with regard to the regulations and 
policy to govern the salmon fisheries 
in district No. 2, British Columbia, 
during which the whole matter was 
thoroughly considered, Col. Ballan- 
tyne reached the following decisions: 

“1. That no licenses for salmon 
canneries in addition to those already 
authorized will be granted this year. 
It is recognized that if the privilege 


jis thus restricted, those engaging in 


canning should be required to pay 
into the public treasury a fair propor- 
tion of their profits. As the system of 
accounting amongst the canners is 
so diversified it is important to de- 
termine what this should be but dur- 
ing the present year a satisfactory 
system of accounting to be used by 
all canners will be worked out. 

“2. That as the runs of salmon and 
the conditions on the spawning beds 
do not warrant a greater amount of 


fishing than is now permitted, no

The reason for this move is that ship- 
pers, up to the present, have been in 
the habit of putting through a lot of 
rush orders at the last minute of the 
day, and the railways have been doing 
their best to accommodate them, The 
habit has grown so that shipping has 
all been left to the latter part of the 
day, and in consequence the crews of 
the freight sheds have been idling 
half the day and working at fever heat 
the remainder. 

It is intended that the 
will result in a constant stream of 
shipments throughout the day, and 
thereby introduce a general improve- 
ment of conditions at the sheds.

Copy of Oonfidential Memoran- 
dum to Labor Representa- 
tives Made Public 


OTTAWA, Feb, 16.—In further ex- 
planation of the government's plan 
to take an inventory of the manpower 
of Canada, a memorandum was given 
out this afternoon by the prime min- 
ister, 

“The government submitted,” it 
says, ‘to the representatives of organ- 
ized labor the following confidential 
memorandum dealing with the organ- 
ization of manpower and woman-pow- 
er of Canada: 

“To give effect to the declared pol- 
icy of the government to mobilize the 
manpower and resources of Canada 
for the vigorous prosecution of the 
war in all its phases, the government 
believes that an Inventory of the man- 
power and woman-power of Canada 
should be taken, the inventory to in- 
clude all those of 16 years of age, and 
upward. This inventory and mobiliza- 
tion is required in order that Canada 
may more fully co-ordinate and con- 
centrate her war efforts to meet both 
the urgency of the present military 
situation and the imperative pees of 
n- 
creased labor and production in easen- 
tial industries and other pressing 
Problems which face the nation. 
Among the specific purposes sought 
to be accomplished by the inventory 
are: 

*"(1). To ascertain the numbers, 
residence, nationality and occupation 
of all persons who have evaded reg- 
istration under the provisions of the 
Military Service act. 

“*(2). To facilitate the operation of 
the Military Service act by requiring 
that all registered shall carry a cer- 
tificate of registration, 

“*(3), To ascertain the numbers, 
residence and occupation of those} 
who, though not now engaged in ag-| 
riculture, have had _ experience in| 
farming and are qualified to assist in| 
agricultural vroduction.’"

“(4). To ascertain the numbers em- 
ployed in various occupations or lines 
of industry so as to ascertain the labor 
supply which might be rendered avail- 
able by closing or curtailing less es- 
sential industries and diverting labor|

“(5). To ascertain the supply of 
woman labor available to supplement 
the work of men or to take over the 
work of men who could thereby be 
released for other services of national 
importance, | 

“(6). To ascertain the number, res- | 
idence, nationality and occupation of 
all persons resident in Canada who 
are not British subjects by birth or 
naturalization, 

“(7). To be able to utilize with the 
least inconvenience and to the best 
advantage the services of all men and 
women in the employment to which 
they are fitted by special training and 
experience, 

“(8). To secure all such informa- 
tlon as will enable the government, in 
co-operation with labor, to carry on 
an effective and organized Dominion- 
wide propaganda and appeal for pro- 
curing voluntary enlistment of labor 
the men and women necessary for @!! 
sucn industries and occupations as 
are essential to the successful prose- 
cution of the war and to assist in se- 
curing an equitable distribution of la- 
bor for euch purposes. 

“(9) To secure the fnformation 
which will be required in case the 
state at a future date shpuld be com- 
pelled to arrange for more equitable 


memorandum the representatives of 
labor submitted the following report 
to the government: 

“*You tentative proposals contain-| 
ed in confidential memoran@um to 
us We answer as follows: 

“*That we will co-operate with the 
government on the lines suggested in 
your memorandum providing, that 
clause eight of same is carried out on 
the broad lines embodfed in resolu- 
tion No, 7 of our memorandum, and 
which reads: 

“*Thet we declare against compul- 
sory service and not sgcure the full| 
co-ordination and co-operation of la- 
bor to make voluntary service effect-| 
ive; we recommenda the creation of a 
committee or commission under the 
chairmanship of the labor sub-com- 
mittee of the cabinet with power to 
form sub-committees throughout the 
country and on all of which labor 
shall have fair representation.

White there have been some famous 
brothers jn baseball, it really is a 
rarity where tWo or more of the same 
family possess sufficient ability to get 
on a big league payroll, Looking 
backward over the last three fMec- 
ades, and considering the great num- 
ber of players who have come and 
Rone during that period it really is 
remarkable how seldom brothers in 
the same family have become famous 
in the baseball profession, 

And it 18 not because the younger 
brothers did not try. The fame and 
fortune acquired by Ty Cobb, Christy 
Mathewson, Johnny Evers, Bd Plank, 
Joe Wood and Ed Walsh stirred the 
ambitions of thé kid brothers of these 
stars te ehine as brightly as thelr big 
brothers, but {n each case mentioned 
the light of the young hopeful soon 
was extinguished, 

Delchanties Most Famous 

The most famous of baseball famil- 

jes were thé Delehanties, five of whom 


entered their names in big league 
box scores. Ed, of course, was the 
most famous, No man in baesball 


ever hit a ball harder than Big Del, 
who held a unique record of four 
| home runs in a game, Delehanty play- 
ed on the Phillies before the American 
league war, Larry Lajole being co-star 
on the same team. There have been 
some famous slugging combinations Ih 
recent years, including Cobb and 
Crawford in Detroit, Collins and Ba- 
ker in Philadéiphia, Speaker and Duf- 
fy Lewis in Boston, and the same La- 
jolie and Joe Jackson in Cleveland, 
but none uf these combinations touch- 
}ed the old Delehanty-Lajole duo for 
straight fitting. 
bal Met With Tragic Death 

The combination was broken up 
during the American league war, 
when Delehanty jumped to the Wash- 
ington team and Lajole Jumped to the 
Athletics and later Was assigned to 
Cleveland. Ed met with a traglie 
| Geath, cither committing suicide or 
| falling off a train as it Was crossing 
| the Detroit river, 
| The other Delehanties naturally in- 
herited 
their older brother and were pretty 
fair ball players, though only Jim, 
eae played his best ball in Detroit, 
ever approached Ed tn hitting. The 
|} second Delehanty to get & chance on 
| big time was Tom Delehanty, who 
| broke in with the Cleveland Ne 
|} tional League team In 1896, 
}a second baseman and was supposed 
| te be even better than his big brother 
However, he proved the big “bust” of 
the family, and soon grifted among 
the smaller minor leagye clubs, where 
| his brother's fame helpéd Tilm in land-+ 
ing a job, ¥ 

The next Delehanty to land in the 
big leagues was Jim. who dld a lot of 
roaming around in his big league cr- 


ed on and in positions. He started 
with the Giants in 1902 as an outfield- 
er, drifted to the Braves, where he 


ed to the Reds. He later made the 
| rounds of the American League, with 
| the Browns, Washington and Detroits, 
having then shifted to second base, 
Jim also had a whirl around the Fed- 
jeral circuit on the Brookfeds. 
Frank Delehanty, the next of the 
quimet, came up with the Yankees in 
1906 and lingered until 1908, when he 
flickered out whith Cleve&nd. Frank 
was a .235 hitter, but he took part in 
one batting feat on the old hilltop 
grounds which stamped him as a real 
Delehanty. In a 6-inning game agains: 
Washington, Frank hit two homefs, a 
triple and a single. Had the game 
gone nine innings there is no ‘telling 
what Frank would have accomplished, 
The fifth Delehanty, Joe, came up 
With the Cardinals in 1907 and lasted 
| three seasons, Like Frank, he never 
amounted to much as a batter, How- 
ever, no family ever has approached 
‘the Delehantys for baseball prowess, 
O'Neills Runners-up 
Perhaps the baseball family which 
| approaches the Delehanties closer than 
| any other is the O'Netis, Mike O'Neill, 
pitcher, and Jack O'Neill, catcher, 
were a famous battery on the Cardl- 
nals in the early days of this century, 
and now their kid ‘brother, Steve, Is 
the star catcher of the Cleveland In- 
| dians. 
| Steve, by the way, is 4 catcher solely 
because his brothers insisted he be 
| one. He is a little fellow and preferred 
to try his hand in the infield, prefer- 
ably short, but his brothers would not 
listen to it, The O'Nellls were a bat-

NO BOUTS FOR 
CHAMPIONSHIP 
TILL WAR OVER 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—In apite of 
thé spasmodic talkea of bouts for 
champtonships in the yatious divyi- 
sions, in reality there is little Mkell- 
hood of any titular event being stag- 
ed until after the war. In the first 
place, a majority of the top-notch 
boxers are now engaged as boxing in- 
structors at the various cantonments 
in this country. The lst ihcludes 
practically all of the champions, with 
the exception of Pete Herman, gen- 
erally recognized as the title-holder 
in the bantamweight class; Mike 
O'Dowd, who holds the middleweight 
crown, and Jess Willard, the inert 
heavyweight king. It also Includes 
nearly all of the leading contenders 
for the various titles,

tering this branch of the service have 


! been wont to flit hither and thither, 


plying their fistic trade with as much 


zest us if there were no war, means

In the second place, boxing in this 
country at the present time is not 
flourishing. In those places where 
twenty-round bouts to a decision are 
permissible they afe th districts 
where the promoters must largely de- 
pend upon the fans who would travel 


from New York, Chicago, and other 
| big cities, 
This, of course, entails ratirond 


travel, and as the government frowns 
upon all but business trips, the 
chance of running speoinl trains is 
reduced to » minimutn, if not elim- 
inated altogether, 

Add to this handtceap the ten per 
cent, war tax which is exacted on all 
amusements and it can readily be ap- 
preciated that few fans could afford, 
and fewer would be willing, to pay 
the big prices for ti¢kets Which have 
been charged in the past for cham- 
pionship events, 

There are other things to take Into 
consideration as well, In order to 
arrange a match that fs sure to prove 
a big attraction—one for which the 
publie is willing to pay well—it must 
be what is knowh as a natural mateh, 
By this i¢ meant a match between 
boxers whose ability is apparentiy so 
| equal that there can be no certainty 


jin advance of the ultimate outcome 
| of the Joust. Few such matches 
hover in the offing at this time.

Turning War Prices to Account. 


It is estimated that 500 tractors 
will be used this summer on farms 
in the Edmonton district. The 
number would be proportionately 
larger no doubt had the duty on 
these machines been removed last 
fall. The war is in this, as in other 
ways, helping the farmer to meet 
the extraordinary demands it is 
making upon him for food produc- 
tion. War prices make farm trac- 
tors possible, and ‘the tractors 
make larger food-production pos- | 
sible. The benefit to the country | 
will not end with the war, as the 
new land brought, under cultiva- 
tion will still be under cultivation | 
and the tractors available for use. | 
The farmer is thus turning his war | 
profits to account in a way that 
will not only help to win the war, 
but will also help afterwards to 
restore the wastage of wealth caus- 
ed by the war. 


Saving Is Imperative. 

The estimates of the city public 
school board this year are forty- 
one thousand dollars higher than 
last, $225,000 being the amount 
asked from the taxpayers. This is 
one department of civie affairs in 
which expenditure has not been re- | 
duced in any proportion compar- | 
able to the curtailment in other 
departments. Perhaps it is not 
possible to reduce the up-keep of 
schools by the percentage that has 
deen cut off the expenditure for 
other services, though it does seem 
to the’taxpayer that there are an | 
unnecessary number of frills on 
the curriculum which could be 
eliminated in a time of such | 
financial strain without crippling | 
the real efficiency of the system— 
and perhaps with the result of giv- 
ing the children more thorough | 
training in the absolutely essential | 
subjects which go to make up a| 
common school education. That 


the board finds it necessary to 
open thirteen new rooms at this 
time shows that it can only be ex- | 
pected that the actually necessary | 
outlay of our schools will increase, | 
and increase largely. All the more 
urgent, therefore, is it that every 
dollar be saved that can be saved, | 
by cutting off expenditure for | 
non-essential purposes—desirable | 
though some of these might be if 
we could afford them. 


The Only Way. 

There is only.one way to re- 
establish the credit of the city, to! 
restore to property the value that | 
has been squeezed out of it by 
excessive taxation, and to recreate 
the conditions under whieh pro-! 
gress and prosperity will be pos- | 
sible. That is to go down into our | 
pockets —- everybody's. pockets 
and get the money with which to}

A Warning. 


The Montreal disaster is a terri- 
ble reminder of the fire fiend’s 
power. There is nothing in the re- 
ports to show that the fire-fight- 
ers were not promptly on hand, or 
that they did not do all that could 
de done. All the more on that ac- 
count, the occurrence is a fearful 
warning of the consequences that 
may follow if a city is deprived, 
even for a day, of the services of a 
trained and thoroughly efficient 
brigade.

AN ENORMOUS BURDEN 
Vrom Calgary Albertun, 

The Canadian Bank of Comtnerce 
in its very interesting summary of 
business conditions throughout the 
Dominion, refers to the increasing de- 
velopment in Western Canadian agri- 
culture. It admits that the Western 
Canadian farmers have been laboring 
under certain handicaps to thelr ma- 
terial prosperity, which are not un- 
likely to become more serious after 
the war unless concentrated action 
is taken soon with a view to their re- 
moval

Feared Death Roll May Run to 100—Property Loss Not Excessive as 
Damage is Practically Confined to This Floor in West Wing— 
Wounded and Sick Soldiers, Nuns and Nursing Sisters, Aged and 
Crippled Men and Women Numbering 1000 Escape. 


Montreal, Feb. 15—It was established this afternoon that 
at least fifty-five babies perished when the creche of the Gray 
Nunnery was burned last night. This is not the total figures, 
as the sisters have not yet been able to locate all the babies that 


were taken to places of refuge after they had been carried from | 


the burning building. It represents the number of charred re- 


mains found by the firemen who were continuing their search } 


this afternoon, This morning many young mothers whose chil 
dren had been placed in the institution for care, besieged the 
sisters for information about their little ones. None of the 
bodies are recognizable and the only suggestion there is to 
enable a partial identification to be made is the part of the 
creche they were found in, 

The monetary loss on the building will be $125,000, of 
which there is $100,000 insurance. An examination of those 
who first saw the flames revealed the fact this morning that 
they sprang from a point near which a wire that carried the 
current to the X-ray machine in the military hospital, joined 
the main wire, 

All the apparatus of the military hospital, valued at many 
thousands of dollars, was saved by fine work by the salvage 
corps.

Independent, offers to gead the way in

| tion as an aid in the war. He advo‘ 


caies extension of preparedness and 
| discipline after peace comes, Mr, 
| Ford writes as follows: 

| We must think more about ma- 


chinery. If this war is to be won, it 
will be won by the nation that knows 
best how to use tools and machinery; 
that knows the secret of quantity pro- 
} duction through standardization of 
one model. I have been disappointed 
to find our government planning dif- 
ferent sizes and kinds of equipment 
| and machinery where one mode! could 
| be usad, | 
| “Ships can be built faster, better 
and cheaper if standardized to a sin-| 
gie model. One model makes possible | 
| production in enormous quantities, 
reduces cost and improves quality. In 
this standardization lies the secret of 
American industrial power, and we 
need out industrial power in this war.

On ny recent} 
visit there T have seen something of 
the army officers. They have a dis- 
cipline and training that are needed 
by the country at large. Their infiu-

In a,recent issue of the Home Bank 
Monthly there is an editorial article 


on the automobile trade as it exists) 


today, which strikes a new note in 
the attitude of banking houses toward 
this, the third largest industry inthe 
world today, and which should carry 
considerable weight in many quarters, 
It is a distinct chance from the bank 
attitude of a few years ago when 
many bankers considered the auto- 
mobile a lability rather than an as- 
set of the purchaser. The article 
which has been submittted to the Free 
Press by an ex-president of the Auto- 


mobile Trades association, is as fol- 
lows: 
“Because a free-lance economist 


happens to know, or have heard of 
some fellow with a two-cyllnder in- 
come, who has bought « six-cylinder 
sutomobile, that does not warrant the 
said economist in framing an argu- 
ment upon the issue. It is an incident 
—not an average performance. 
“Bankers of fifteen years’ associa- 
tion with the profession can recall 
the time when messengers were dis- 
patched with their value parcels from 
the city head oflice to the clearing 
house and branches, in hacks of the 
“sea going” variety. This work to- 
day is done more proeey) efficiently 
and economically by the aid of auto- 


| mobiles; but again this special appli- 


cation hag no material weight. Here 
is a subject that has to be more wide- 
ly considered, Deductions in econom- 
ics are based on broad averages. 
“There's & man who buys an auto- 
mobile, and you know his affairs well 
enough to declare he couldn't afford 
it. Therefore, he ought to be so much 
worse off, But he appears better off 
to his neighbor; and as for himself, 
he thinks he feels better off. People 
generally, who buy automobiles, seem 
to be satisfied with their bargains, 
“There are approximately 200,000 
automobiles registered in Canada to- 
day, and writers on economics judge 
from these figures that the savings 
accounts of the nation are being de- 
pleted to maintain the upkeep of so 
many vehicles using gasoline, oils, 
tires and accessories, The figures 
are imposing but they do not tell the 
Whole story.

HISTORY OF 


Construction Began in 1895 —) 
Pioneers Feel Loss Very 
Keenly 


Bulletin News Setvice. 

The ficople of Beaumont, in deep 
sorrow, today visit the pile of ashes 
Which form the ruins of the little vil- 
lage vhureh, so dear to them in many 
ways. 

Somé of the old people well re- 
tember the visit late Bishop Grand- 
if paid to Beaumont to Choose tho site 
of the church. His Lordship’s secre- 
tary, Father Lacombe, of venerable 
memory, accompanied the illustrious 
prelate, and mainly, through his ¢f- 
forts and veal, the work of construc- 
tion Was begun in the autumn of 1895. 
The Jand was purehased from. the 
Hudson's Bay company by the Bish- 
op himself, and all building materials 
were cut on the premises of the com- 
pany, on whose permit it was obtain- 
ed. The best spruce was cut and 
hauled, and in the absence of machin- 
ery all the work of squaring was done 
by hand. 

Shingles were donated by Mr. Char- 
\tfer, and in 1896 divine service was 
celebrated in the new log church by 
Father Poitras, who was renowned for 
his enormous physical strength, and 
| who very often took an active part in 
|the construction of the parts of the 
ce which needed additional 
strength or activity. The stopping of 
chinks was performed by a few par- 
ishoners, Who spent much time in the 
woods in quest of moss. The seating 
accommodations ih pioneer days were 
very primitive—blocks of wood serv- 
ed as seats during the celebration of 
offices of worship. A large hox-stove 
was in the rear of the church. 


Bell From Vercheres, 

Later on, a bell was donated by Fa- 
ther Morin, It is interesting to note 
that this bell had served in the old 
church of Vercheres, justly famous 
on account of the ' héroine of that 
name. During the fire this bell, worn 
| by long and faithful service, was melt- 
ed into a long sheét of iron. As the 
church had no tower, the bell was sta- 
tioned outside in front of the church. 
Father Morin had also brought with 
him from Montreal a “Way of the 
Cross." This same “Way of the 
Cross’ was given a few months ago 
to the Roman Catholic church at Le- 
due. The tower was constructed dur- 
ing the administration of Father A. 
Ouellet, and the interior was roughly 
finished. The main altar was brought 
froin Quebec by the same priest, who 
was then agent of colonization. 

A year and a half ago, under the di- 
|rection of Rev. Father J. BK. Ouellet, 
the interior was completed and decor- 
ated at the cost of $1,000. An artis- 
\tic “Way of the Cross,"’ donated by the 
parishoners, and costing over $400, 
was blessed and put in position in Oc- 
tober, 1917. <A golden chaljce and 
lciborium costing | over $100 was 
| bought, the money being the proceeds 
lof a collection, A chasuble and orna- 
{ments for deacon and sub-deacon, of 
| fine gold cloth, and a banner of the 
| Sacred Heart, representing a value of

bylaws of the associate section of the 
BHdmonton Board of Trade or Cham- 
ber of Cofhmerce: 

Article 1, Name and Object—Sec- 
tion 1. Thé name of title body &hall be 
The Assoéiate Section of the Hdamon- 
ton Board of Trade or Chamber of 
Commerce, Section 2, its object shall 
be to promote the study and discus- 
sion of bttsinéss and economic ques- 
tions to the ewa that its members 
shall become better business men, bet- 
ter qualified to fulfill the obligations 
of active members of the Board of 
trade, and better eltizens generally. 

Article 2, Membership—Section 1, 
class A. All members of the Board of 
Trade are legible for membership in 
this section, without the payment of 
an additional fee, and may become 
members by handing their names to 
the secretary, Class B, Male employ- 
ees (not being members of the Board 
of Trade), of business houses or pro- 
fessional houses of the city, below the

Convention of Rural Municipal Units Endorsed Resolution Urging 
onstruction of Medicine Hat to Hanna | 


Line, to Encourage Settlers to Increase Production Wheat at 40) 


Governments to Hurry 
Bushels Per Acre. 


The following forceful speech by 
Councilor W. Lioyd ‘Brown was de- 
livered at the recent convention of 
Local Improvement Districts and Ru- 
ral Municipalities in support of a reso- 
lution urging the governments, both 
provincial and federal, to give definite 
assurance that the branch railway line 
from Medicine Hat to Hanna be con- 
structed during 1918. The resolution 
was carried at ithe convention. | 

Berry Creek municipality comprises | 
16 townships, from the north of town-| 
ship 25 to the Red Deer river, in} 
ranges 10, 11 and 12, and is the second) 
largest municipality in this province. 

It was originally settled in 1910, and 
every year excepting 1914 ‘the farmers 
there have been able to produce a 
crop on land that was properly pre- 
pared, In 1915 splendid crops were 
raised, several fields of wheat yielding 
as high as 60 bushels per acre. In 1916 
many farmers averaged over 40 bush- 
els per acre., 

Hail igs almost unknown and 1916 
was the only year that any frost was 
noticed. But the farmers of Berry 
Creek are laboring under great diffi- 
culties through the lack of rallroad 
facilities. The average distance to mar- 
ket is 85 miles and the expense of 
hauling wheat Is 25 cents per bushel. 
Bven at the present price, much of 
the ordinary profit is absorbed by the 
hauling and threshing. Last year they 
were obliged to pay as high as 15 
cents per bushel for threshing wheat. 

When Wheat Slumps 

These conditions are not so notice- 
able while the price of wheat is $2, 
but they will become very serious 
when normal prices prevail; in fact, 
We will be unable to do ‘business at 
all, and this is fully realized ‘by all 
the ratepayers of the municipality. 

The land is good, but it'produces 
only short grass, so they cannot go 
into mixed farming ‘to any extent, but 
must depend entirely on wheat } 

In order to increase production in 
1919 it is necesasry that new land be| 
broken next summer, and what guar-| 
antee have they as to the price of} 
wheat in 1919, 

Tt will be neither profitable nor pa- 
triotic to break more land than they} 
can continue to cultivate, because of} 
the weed situation. Already they are 
having ‘trouble with the weeds which 
have been fostered by the abandoned 
land, many settlers having left dis- 
couraged by the long haul. 

When they first settled, this Tine! 
was chartered, and pn the strength 
of the government's promise, they 
came into the country and in many 
cases invested their all. 

There are hundreds of these cases, 
and unless something is done prompt- 
ly, the whole district will become de- 
populated, for nobody can make a liv- 
ing hauling wheat 25 ‘to 45 miles)

While the growing of timothy for 
seed is as yet a new venture for many 
farmers in Alberta yet it is becoming 
known in the Innisfail, Red Deer and | 
Pincher Creek districts as one of the 
most profitable and safest of crops to 
raise and one of the easiest money-# 


makers. J. J. Murray, seed merchants 
of Edmonton have bought seed from | 
a great many farmers the past season 
where the yields gave a profit of $40 
per acre. 

The growing of timothy is strongly 
recommended on all heavy black soil 


anywhere in the province and par- 
ticularly in the districts where the | 
rain fall is usually heavy. A_ few 


suggestions are offered by Mr. Murray 
as to how to operate so as to get the 
best results. 

Alberta is particularly adapted to 
it. There is just as much difference in 
the size and plumpness of the seed 
grown here and in the east as there Is 
in the oats grown here and there. A 
demand for Alberta grown seed is as- 
sured both for home use and for ex- 
port and the demand will continue to 
increase. | 

There has been a vast improvement 
in the process of cleanjng-agd thresh- | 
ing the seed from tiniothy, since! 
three years ago, when Ottawa report- 
ed Alberta seed to be too weedy for 
safe sowing. This last year fully 
seventy-five per cent of Alberta seed | 
will, under the Seed Control Act, ! 
grade number one and the output will 
be about 75 carloads of timothy seed, | 

Continued for Years, | 

Timothy growing may be continued | 
for many years on the same soll with | 
excellent results, says Mr. Murray. | 
Have the disk harrow sharpened well, 
and in the spring as soon as the frost 


is out of the ground two or three 
inches, give the old timothy field a! 
|good disking. Don't be afraid of 
spoling it. Then harrow it to make | 
the field level for cutting. This will 
thin ft out and cultivate the remain- | 


heads will be much longer and the) 
yield much heavier with better qual- | 
ity seed. Then after this crop is cut | 
plow the field as early as possible in 
August, cultivate it well and seed it} 
at once with about four pounds of} 
good, clean seed per acre. The action!

Then the seed- } 
ing is finished for three years. The} 
first year should yield three tons of |

The fact should not be overlooked | 
that the yleld can be increased from | 
25 per cent. to 50 per cent. by putting / 
manure on timothy sod, This well re- 
pays for the labor. 

Cutting, harvesting and curing the 
hay are important factors.

second blossom, or when it has a 
brown color, it should be cut with a; 
binder low enough to get all the hay. |

Tasty Salty Hay. 

Stir fifty pounds of salt into a barre) 
of water.

The Consolidated schooi 
ard is made up of one trustee from | 
ach local district uniting in the con- 
solidation.
